Heavy plants, if broken down by windstorms, 
should not be righted; will do better if left 
alone, since they will soon send out dense 
masses of roots from every joint touching the 
ground; a perfect jungle of newly made, stout, 
floriferous shoots will spring up. Soil: Or- 
dinary good garden loam.

PALM SEEDS 


It is a fallacy to think that Palms cannot 
be grown anywhere, except under glass. We 
herewith give directions by which anyone can 
grow Palms. We give a list of such sorts 
only as are especially sure of success with 
the amateur. 


STARTING SEED.—Start the seeds in pans with 
sphagnum moss mixed with fine charcoal, 
which must be kept moist, but not too wet. 
You can place seeds close together. As soon 
as started and growth shows, pot them off 
in smallest pots, which must be perfectly 
clean. Give good drainage. 


Sort.—The best average soil consists of a 
mixture of two-thirds leaf-mold soil, with one- 
third of well-washed, white, sharp sand and 
yellow loam, adding a small quantity of fine 
charcoal.

MUSHROOM SPAWN 


Ten pounds will spawn 20 feet square. 


The Mushroom is one of the most profit- 
able crops grown, especially in the vicinity 
of large cities, where the demand, at all sea- 
sons, is far in excess of the supply. Its cul- 
tivation may be carried on successfully in a 
cellar or shed during Winter, or in the open 
air in Summer. 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS.—Collect sufficient fresh 
horse droppings to form the desired size of 
bed, spreading them out in an airy shed to 
dry, and turning them frequently. When in 
a proper state as to dryness, which will soon 
be learned by experience, make these into a 
bed from nine inches to one foot thick, beat- 
ing them firmly together. If the droppings 


have been properly prepared, gentle fermen- 
tation will soon commence, and when the 
temperature of the bed is from 75 degrees to 
80 degrees, with no danger of it rising high- 
er, put in the spawn. This is done by making 
shallow holes about nine inches apart, inserting 
pieces of spawn about the size of a hen’s egg 
and covering with the dung, pressing this 
closely about the spawn. It is of the great- 
est importance that the temperature of the 
bed should not decline below 75 degrees, nor 
rise above 80 degrees for a month after 
spawning. Within a fortnight after putting 
in the spawn, cover the bed about two in- 
ches thick with good, mellow, moist soil, mak- 
ing this firm; and if under this a covering 
one or two inches thick of cow dung, in 
about the same state as to moisture as the 
soil, can be afforded, this will cause the bed to 
last longer, and also to produce a _ larger 
crop than if covered with soil only. The 
most suitable temperature for beds in bear- 
ing is 50 degrees to 55 degrees and as a high 
temperature causes the mushrooms to come 
small, this should be avoided. Watering beds 
in bearing often causes the small mushrooms 
to damp off, therefore water only when the 
bed ceases to be productive, and then use the 


water about the same temperature as the 
bed. .
